Ms.  Hefley  also 
reported  on  the  organizations*  involvement  with  the  Beef 
Demonstrations  at  the  Colorado  State  Fair  and  with  the 
Springfield  6th  grade  class  and  their  pen  of  cattle  project. 


Hans  Nasser  and  Dave  Mendenhall  presented  the  1995 
Award  winners  they  were:  Brandi  Rol  Kir  son-  Kiowa 
Eimore-Pr owere  County,  Matt  Rufeuacht-- Otero  Count* , 
Bent  County  * and  Brad  Gout- -Baca  county. 
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Sparky  Turner  reported  from  enator  Hank  Brown’s  office  about  the 
new  congresses  " Contract  with  America"  and  on  the  current  status 
of  the  1995  Farm  Bill.  There  has  been  no  action  at  the  present 
on  this  bill  but  the  debate  is  starting  and  some  of  the  budget, 
cuts  that  were  recommended  are  being  withdrawn  as  the  process 
gears  up.  The  Administration  and  the  LJ3DA  are  till  in  a 
since  the  resignation  of  Secretary  Espy.  Approx imately  2 
acres  of  CRP  contracts  are  to  expire  in  1995  but  the 
still  continuing  as  to  the  future  of  the  CRP  program  with 
options  being  considered  At  the  present  time,  Dan  G1 ickman  has 
been  nominated  by  the  Senate  Ag  Committee  to  be  the  next 
Secretary  of  Agricultur  , all  that  is  needed  is  a vote  by  the 
full  Senate.  Ms.  Turner  also  indicated  that  Senator  Brown  will 
not.  be  running  for  re-election  in  1996  but  several  replacements 
are  available  for  his  position. 
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Next  to  report  was  Doris  Morgan  front  Representative  Wayne 

Allard's  office.  Ms,  Morgan  relayed  an  invitation  from 

Representative  Allard,  for  all  who  could,  to  attend  a field 
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hearing  on  the  1995  Farm  Bill  to  be  held  at  the  Great  Plains 
Research  Station  in  Akron  on  April  IS.  It  was  reported  that  60% 
of  the  1995  Ag  Budget  is  earmarked  for  Welfare  Programs.  Ms. 
Morgan  also  reported  that  Rep.  Allard  was  able  to  get  the  Private 
Property  Protection  Bill  amended  to  state  that  the  government 
must  pay  fair  market  value  for  any  private  property  it  wished  to 
obtain.  Also,  regarding  Federal  Mandates,  an  Allard  amendment 
included  stated  th  t the  Federal  gov  rnment  must  specify  specific 
laws  prior  to  issuing  any  mandate. 


After  a short  break,  Mike  Smith  from  CSU  reported  on  the  non— fed 
beef  study  being  conducted  by  CSU  for  NCA  with  Checkoff  dollars. 
The  study  is  similar  to  the  National  Beef  Quality  Audit  conducted 
in  1991,  using  non-fed  beef,  ie.  - cull  cows  and  bulls,  instead 
of  fed  beef.  The  study  was  conducted  in  three?  phases,  first 
users  were  interviewed  to  determine  problems  they  have  with  non- 
fed  beef,  second  in-plant  audits  w«  r-  conducted  to  identify 
specific  problems  with  non-fed  beef,  and  third  a strategy 
workshop  was  held  to  put  a dollar  figure  to  the  problems 
i dent  if i- d in  the  first  2 phases.  The  utudy  indicated  that  we 
could  do  a better  job  of  marketing  cull  cows  and  bulls  by  selling 
earlier  before  their  condition  declined  to  the  poor  category  and 
by  handling  animals  better  to  prevent  bruises  and  le.ions,  An 
NCA  Executive  Summary  of  the  study  will  be  available  from  the  CCA 
office  upon  request. 


Lana  Turner,  the  new  vice  president  of  the  Southeast  Junior 
Cattlemen,  returned  to  the  meet  to  give  the  Junior5'  s report.  The 
Southeast  Junior  Cattlemen  have  35  members*  Ms*  Turner  then  road 
a list  of  the  officers  and  directors  for  the  Junior  organisation 
for  the  coming  year. 
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Reeves  Brown,,  CCA  Executive  Vice  1 
meeting  stating  that  Nationally  the

Committee  stating  its  solution  to  the  drug  residue  problem  at  the 
show.  Mr,  Brown  further  reported  that  a board  has  been  formed 
r the  CCA  Land  Trust. 


Mel  Depra  of  the  Division  of  Wildlife  reported  that  wildlife 
ranching  is  now  under  the  jurisdiction  of  th  Brand  Board  and 
that  wildlife  ranchers  must  have  proof  of  purchase  from  a 
commercial  producer  if  they  have  animals  classified  as  wildlife, 
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in  captivity.  It  was  Iso  stated  that  John  Stulp  from  Lamar  has 
been  named  as  the  new  member  to  the  Wildlife  Commission.  A 
discussion  on  game  damage  revealed  that  there  must  be  a 10  day 
notification  of  damage  submitted  to  the  Wildlife  office  before- 
action  is  taken  to  reimburse  the  land  owner.  Mr.  Depra  also 
indie  ted  that  the  Division  is  opposed  to  any  “Fair  Fishing" 
initiativ  and  to  the  $5  Trout  Stamp. 

Being  no  further  reports  the  business  meeting  was  called  to 
order  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read,  Dale  Seufer 
made  a motion  to  accept  the  minutes  as  read,  seconded  by  Kerry 
Hartshorn.
